Tfae proposal is called 
radical, ana IE certainly does strike 
at a •very ancient insmuuoa. states a 
writer in ProvkJenee Journal. If such 
a law is enacted in accordance wish 
the reconsmencSations of the govern- 
menvin tfae forin of an order in coun- 
cil, ''no hereditary title shall hereaft- 
er be'conferret* upon a British subject 
residest of Canada,"'•and "appropriate 
action shall be taken by the govern- 
ment to provide that, after a pre- 
scribed period, DO title held by a Brit- 
ish subject now, or hereafter onima- 
rily resident in Canada, shall be rec-
